Projects 


Congressman 
H a r o l d 
T. 
“ Bizz” Johnson said in Red 
Bluff yesterday that it is a fight 
to keep federal projects in Te­ 
hama County alive in the face of 
an economy-minded Congress, 
but he hopes to do it. 
The congressman was here on 
a combination campaign and 
inspection trip. He looked over 
the Red Bluff Diversion Dam and 
recreation facilities on which 
ground work is now being done 
there, the Tehama-Colusa Ca­ 
nal, and completed bank erosion 
work at Tehama. 
He also addressed a luncheon 
meeting at the Crystal Tavern 
and visited the Consolidated 
Olive Processing plant at Corn­ 
ing. 
At 
the luncheon 
me e t i ng, 
Johnson said he now has 20 
counties to cover, Me r c e d 
County just having been added. 
This Includes 41 cities within 
his area.The population is 560,- 
000. There is no doubt that 
when the 1970 census is taken, 
the district will have to be 
broken. The way the state is 
growing, there wiU be five, or 
possibly six new representa­ 
tives added to Congress. 
California is a big state and 
all its requests are “ not looked 
on favorably in Congress.” Re­ 
ferring to his district, he said, 
“ We have one -third the area of 
the state and all its natural re ­ 
sources, which we have to de­ 
velop and manage for the whole 
state. My biggest problem is 
to keep Federal programs go­ 
ing in the way of developments 
for all departments.” 
He noted that we have the la r­ 
gest highway program in the 
United States. This is good be­ 
cause highways add to the ec­ 
onomy of an area. Right now 
carrying a billion and a half 
worth of Federal projects in 
this area. 
Another area upon which he 
touched were the “ disturbances 
of 
real 
concern which are 
spread throughout the nation.” 
These have not been met by 
Congress, he said, because they 
cannot be legislated. It wiU have 
to be done through the states 
and private enterprise and it 
will take a long time for its 
implementation 
and 
funding. 
This will be the largest domes­ 
tic program ever initiated in 
this country. 
As for the breakdown of law 
and order, this, too, will have 
to be met on a state and local 
level, although Congress has 
made funds available toward 
solving these problems. 
The funding of the various 
programs in all areas has add­ 
ed to the deficit which, history 
records show, began with World 
War 1 and II, and the Korean 
and 
Vietnam 
situations. Al­ 
though taxes were reduced in 
1963, at the time it looked 
right, perhaps they shouldn’t 
have been, since the tax had to 
be increased to raise revenue,

Optimism Needed In 
Teenager's Outlook 


By DOROTHY RICKER 


It Is important for teen-agers, 
with their entire lives ahead, 
to believe that the future is not 
hopeless. "But how can yoube- 
lieve that, "teens often ask," 
when college education is out 
of reach (for so many) and 
when we have the draft to reckon 
with before we can plan our 
future jobs or families?" 
True, these two problems may 
make things look pretty bleak, 
especially when considered a- 
long with all of the other threats 
and uncertainties created by 
rights conflicts, rising crime 
rates, skulduggery in interna- 
tional politics — to say nothing 
about the aggravating personal 
problems some teen-agers 
have. There can be no casual 
dismissing of these problems. 
They are there and must be met 
—and lived through. 
But do troubles like these make 
the future really dreary and 
hopeless for young people? No. 
Most teen-agers will take those 
problems in stride and will 
still work out a satisfactory, 
productive life for themselves 
and their families. Those who 
are not strong enough to re- 
sist the pressures of adversity 
will, of course, fall by the 
wayside, but the majority of 
today's young people are going 
to live better, happier lives than 
their parents and earlier ances- 
tors. 
The difference between those 
who make it and those who 
don't will be primarily a dif- 
ference in attitudes. The pessi- 
mists will suffer and suffer and 
never see anything ahead ex- 
cept the evils of the world, 
which they will use as an ex- 
cuse for failing to become hap- 
py, successful people. On the 
other hand, the optimists will 
be aware of the same evils 
but will see them as only tem- 
porary problems and just a 
small portion of their overall 
lives. 


The contrast between opti- 
mists and pessimists is dra- 
matically demonstrated by a 
simple device used by a small- 
college professor. He held up 
for his class to see a sheet 
of white notebook paper, clear 
except for a small black dot 
placed near the center. When 
he asked the class what they 
saw, everybody in the class said 
they saw the black dot —and 
that was all. Then the profes- 
sor pointed out there was also 
a large field of white showing, 
as well as the black dot. Nobody 
"saw" 
the white field until it 


was pointed out to them. 
That story demonstrates one 


of the dangers of being a teen- 
ager today, the danger of being 
so shook up over educational 
problems, the draft, and wide- 
spread uncertainties in general. 
Teens fail to see the rest of 
the picture —which offers much 
encouragement. Alongside the 
several drawbacks for young 
people's future plans there are 
glorious 
opportunities never 


before equaled in all history. 
And 
these opportunities are 


open to all teen-agers who wish 


to excel and are willing to work 
for them, Those who are for- 
tunate enough to go to college 
can count on a variety of fine 
occupations to choose from. 
But those who finish high school 
only and do not go to college 
are not doomed to mediocre 
lives. They, too, can have a 
choice of splendid, well-paid 
occupations if they will apply 
themselves and acquire the nee - 
essary training to hold down 
technical and supervisory jobs. 


Even those who never finish 


high school can look forward 
to better, more productive lives 
than their fathers and grand- 
fathers could have under the 
same 
circumstances. Today 


prosperity is blooming in this 
country and, except for minor 
slowdowns or some unforeseen 
major catastrophe, the boom 
should continue for years to 
come. A larger share of this 
prosperity is available to prac - 
tically all teens, at least those 
teens who will try for self- 
improvement through the vo- 
cational schools, night classes 
and other educational means 
now available in so many com- 
munities. 


All of these opportunities add 
up to a bright picture of the 
future, like the large white 
area on the paper as compared 
to the black dot. Any teen-ager 
today who can stay in good 
health, who will use a reason- 
able amount of common sense 
and will try —really try to ex- 
cel at something —can count 
on a rewarding and exciting 
future. It all starts by being 
an optimist and realizing that 
the broad expanse of opportuni- 
ties ahead far overshadow any 
"black dots" in your future.

It Is important for teen-agers, 
with their entire lives ahead, 
to believe that the future is not 
hopeless. “ But how can you be­ 
lieve that, “ teens often ask,” 
when college education is out 
of 
reach (for 
so many) and 
when we have the draft to reckon 
with before we can plan our 
future jobs or fam ilies?” 
True, these two problems may 
make things look pretty bleak, 
especially when considered a- 
long with all of the other threats 
and uncertainties created by 
rights conflicts, rising crime 
rates, skulduggery in interna­ 
tional politics —to say nothing 
about the aggravating personal 
p r o b l e m s some teen-agers 
have. There can be no casual 
dismissing of these problems. 
They are there and must be met 
—and lived through. 
But do troubles like these make 
the future really dreary and 
hopeless for young people? No. 
Most teen-agers will take those 
problems In stride and will 
still work out a satisfactory, 
productive life for themselves 
and their fam ilies. Those who 
are not strong enough to re ­ 
sist the pressures of adversity 
will, of course, fall by the 
wayside, but the majority of 
today’s young people are going 
to live better, happier lives than 
their parents and earlier ances­ 
tors. 
The difference between those 
who make it and those who 
don’t will be prim arily a dif­ 
ference in attitudes. The pessi­ 
m ists will suffer and suffer and 
never see anything ahead ex­ 
cept the evils of the world, 
which they will use as an ex­ 
cuse tor failing to become hap­ 
py, successful people. On the 
other hand, the optimists will 
be aware of the same evils 
but will see them as only tem­ 
porary problems and just a 
sm all portion of their overall 
lives. 


The contrast between opti­ 
m ists and pessim ists is dra­ 
matically demonstrated by a 
simple device used by a s mail­ 
e d lege professor. He held up 
for his class to see a sheet 
of white notebook paper, clear 
except for a sm all black dot 
placed near the center. Whei 
he asked the class what they 
saw, everybody in the class said 
they saw the black dot —and 
that was all. Then the profes­ 
sor pointed out there was also 
a large field of white showing, 
as well as the black dot. Nobody 
“ saw” the white Held until it 
was pointed out to them. 
That story demonstrates one 
of the dangers of being a teen­ 
ager today, the danger of being 
so shook up over educational 
problems, the draft, and wide­ 
spread uncertainties in general. 
Teens fail to see the rest of 
the picture —which offers much 
encouragement. Alongside the 
several drawbacks for young 
people’s future plans there are 
glorious opportunities never 
before equaled in all history. 
And 
these opportunities are 
open to all teen-agers who wish 


to excel and are willing to work 
for them. Those who are for­ 
tunate enough to go to college 
can count on a variety of fine 
occupations to choose from. 
But those who finish high school 
only and do not go to college 
are not doomed to mediocre 
lives. They, too, can have a 
choice of splendid, well-paid 
occupations if they will apply 
themselves and acquire the nec - 
essary training to hold down 
technical and supervisory jobs. 


Even those who never finish 
high school can look forward 
to better, more productive lives 
than their fathers and grand­ 
fathers could have under the 
same 
circumstances. 
Today 
prosperity is blooming in this 
country and, except for minor 
slowdowns or some unforeseen 
major catastrophe, the boom 
should continue for years to 
come. A larger share of this 
prosperity is available to prac­ 
tically all teens, at least those 
teens who will try for self- 
improvement through the vo­ 
cational schools, night classes 
and other educational means 
now available in so many com­ 
munities. 


All of these opportunities add 
up to 
a bright picture of the 
future, like the large white 
area on the paper as compared 
to the black dot. Any teen-ager 
today who can stay in good 
health, who will use a reason­ 
able amount of common sense 
and will try —really try to ex­ 
cel at something —can count 
on a rewarding and exciting 
future. It all starts by being 
an optimist and realizing that 
the broad expanse of opportuni­ 
ties ahead far overshadow any 
“ black dots” in your future.

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Who's Gof The Most Money? 


A recent dispatch from Washington began thus: "The impover. 


ished Democratic party will probably invest less money in its 
underdog candidate, Hubert H. Humphrey, this fall than it spent 
for the odds-on favorite, Lyndon B. Johnson, in 1964." That is 
of interest, we submit, less for what it says about the Democrats 
than as an illustration of a disturbing fact about presidential 
politics: Money, no matter how we may seek to gloss over the 
fact, is crucial to the outcome. 


The fact would be quite as disturbing if the shoe was on the 


other foot this time around—that is, if it were the Republicans 
rather than the Democrats who were finding it hard to raise 
enough money for a -vigorous presidential campaign. All Am. 
ericans, whatever their party affiliation, are affected by this 
dism?l truth that, other things being equal, the presidential 
candidate with the most money at his disposal is likeliest to 
win election to the White House. 


This is wrong. The wrongness of it is but slightly modified 


by the argument that the amount of financial support a candidate 
or party can elicit is a rough measure of popularity, and thus 
properly an adjunct of the democratic process. That may or may 
not be true in any given instance. What is always true is that 
when money plays a decisive role in the electoral outcome, 
democracy suffers. 


The choice of a president of the United States ought to rest on 


the voters* judgment, after all candidates have received a fair 
hearing, as to which one would serve the nation best. The sanctity 
of this process would be assured if we had a reasonable, enforce- 
able system of handling presidential campaign expenses. The large 
present system, whereby the effectiveness of a candidate's pre- 
sentation is based in large part on how much money can be spent 
on advertising, does not meet the test. 


A Younger Electorate Soon 


In a little over a year the 1970 census will be upon us. Some of 


what it will reveal about the population of the United States can 
already be foretold with some confidence. One readily predict- 
able finding is of prime importance. By 1970, it is already evident, 
half of all Americans will be 27 years of age or younger. In 1960 
the corresponding figure was almost 29, It follows that political 
decisions will be made by younger people thanwas the case some 
years ago. 


Many will have less repect for established institutions than 


their elders, whose views have hitherto prevailed. Though there 
is some reason to believe that conservatism is on the rise just 
at present, it is a fair guess that as the electorate becomes younger 
some ideas shocking to conservatives will be favored. 


One can anticipate that many new proposals will be put into 


effect. 
With half the nation's population under 27 years of age, 


there will be more inclination to overhaul established practices. 
One thing is certain: as the m?an age of our population declines, 
a lot of interesting changes are in store.

WASHINGTON-The London 


Jewish Telegraph recently pub. 
lished a report that Richard 
Nixon, as he was beginning his 
new Wall Street law practice 
in 1963, offered to represent 
Egypt's President Gamal Abdel 
Nasser for a $2 million fee. 


Although it is impossible to 


verify what Nixon may have said 
to Nasser in Cairo five years 
ago- it is true that Nixon court, 
ed the Egyptian strong man in 
1963 as vigorously as he is now 
courting Jewish voters. 


Such Egyptian newspapers as 


the Egyptian Gazette and Egyp. 
tian Mail quoted Nixon in June 
1963 not only as praising Nas- 
ser but as condoning the work 
of German scientists in Egypt. 
The same quotations were later 
distributed by the official Arab 
Information Center in New York 
City on July 1, 1963. 


It has been an open secret 


since Nasser came to power 
that he has offered refuge to 
Nazi war criminals and sclent, 
ists who are willing to help 
develop new weapons for Egypt. 
There has been speculation that 
the Germ on scientists are work- 
ing on missiles, nuclear wea- 
pons and even 
poison gas. 


Red 
Cross observers 
have 


charged, for 
instance, that 


Egyptian troops used poison gas 
against the Royalists in the 
Yemen desert. 


When Nixon in 1963 was asked 


for his comments on the use of 
German scientists, he was quot- 
ed by the Arab Information 
Center as replying: "Of course 
the UAR is free to obtain techni- 
cal assistance from any country 
be it the United States, the 
Soviet Union or any other count- 
ry. 


— NOTHING TO FEAR— 
"There is no reason for fear 


or alarm. It is quite obvious 
and known that President Nas= 
ser allows no chance for any 
foreign domination in his count- 
ty. Actually, the policy adopted 
here is sound and admJrable." 


Nixon gave these views at a 


Cairo press conference follow- 
ing a private conference with 
Nasser. 


Nixon said of the Egyptian

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Who s Got The Most Money? 


A recent dispatch from W ashington began thus: “ The im pover­ 
ished Democratic party will probably invest less money in its 
underdog candidate, Hubert H. Humphrey, this fall than it spent 
for the odds-on favorite, Lyndon B. Johnson, in 1964.” That is 
of interest, we subm it, less for what it says about the Dem ocrats 
than as an illustration of a disturbing fact about presidential 
politics: 
Money, no m atter how we may seek to gloss over the 
fact, is crucial to the outcome. 


The fact would be quite as disturbing if the shoe was on the 
other foot this tim e around—that is, if it w ere the Republicans 
rather than the Dem ocrats who w ere finding it hard to ra ise 
enough money for a vigorous presidential campaign. 
All Am. 
ericans, whatever their party affiliation, are affected by this 
dism al truth that, other things being equal, the presidential 
candidate with the most money at his disposal is likeliest to 
win election to the White House. 


This is wrong. 
The wrongness of it is but slightly modified 
by the argument that the amount of financial support a candidate 
o r party' can elicit is a rough m easure of popularity, and thus 
properly an adjunct of the dem ocratic p ro cess. That may or may 
not be true in any given instance. 
What is always true is that 
when money plays a decisive role in the electoral outcome, 
dem ocracy suffers. 


The choice of a president of the United States ought to re st on 
the voters* judgment, after all candidates have received a fair 
hearing, as to which one would serve the nation best. The sanctity 
of this process would be assured if we had a reasonable, enforce­ 
able system of handling presidential campaign expenses. The large 
present system , whereby the effectiveness of a candidate's pre­ 
sentation is based in large p art on how much money can be spent 
on advertising, does not meet the test. 


A Younger Electorate Soon 


In a little over a year the 1970 census will be upon us. Some o! 
what it will reveal about the population of the United States can 
already be foretold with some confidence. One readily predict­ 
able finding is of prim e im portance. By 1970, it is already evident, 
half of all Am ericans will be 27 years oí age or younger. In 1960 
the corresponding figure was alm ost 29. It follows that political 
decisions will be made by younger people than w as the case some 
y ears ago. 


Many will have less repect for established institutions than 
their elders, whose views have hitherto prevailed. Though there 
is some reason to believe that conservatism is on the rise just 
at present, it is a fair guess that as the electorate becom es younger 
som e ideas shocking to conservatives will be favored. 


One can anticipate that many new proposals will be put into 
effect. 
With half the nation's population under 27 years of age, 
there will be more inclination to overhaul established p ractices. 
One thing is certain: as the mean age of our population declines, 
a lot of interesting changes a re in store.

lessly by those unacquainted 
w ith the proper methods of 
preserving foods and prevent­ 
ing 
contam ination. 
L a r g e 
m anufacturing concerns pack­ 
age all kinds of foods w ith 
utm ost sterility using extrem e 
form s of heat, preservatives, 
dehydration, ultraviolet light 
and even sm all doses of X -ray 
radiation. The p a r t i c u l a r 
choice of m ethod depends on 
the food, its shelf life and the 
possibility 
of 
spoilage. 
All 
these 
m ethods 
have 
been 
carefully studied and found 
to be effective in preseiving 
m ineral and vitam in content, 
good taste and palatability. 
Before freezing fond in your 
own home, consultation w ith 
experts is im perative if hom e­ 
m ade food poisonings are to 
be avoided. M any of the large 
freezing industries are happy 
to acini opc-ilvcrs and repre­ 
sentatives to wom en's clubs to 
teach them the proper way of 
freezing and preserving g a r­ 
den vegetables, berries, and 
other home-grown fruits. 
2 was once served a C hrist­ 
m as cake th a t had been pre­ 
served for a year and four 
months. I t w as proudly dis­ 
played as a testim onial to 
modern science. I t looked and

My 
experience

that, when I remove polyps, 
the patient is so gratified by 
the new-found free passage 
of air to his nose th a t his ex­ 
citem ent is limitless. Almost 
the very next day he forgets 
completely w hat it w as like 
not to breathe normally. Now 
here lies the crux of the prob­ 
lem. His delight is so great 
th a t he invariably runs from 
the doctor and does not follow 
the explicit directions th a t the 
underlying 
causes 
m ust 
be 
treated if the return of polyps 
is to be avoided. An analogy 
m ight be the rem oval of a 
corn formed by w earing a 
tight shoe.

Jew ish Telegraph recently pub­ 
lished a report that Richard 
Nixon, as he was beginning his 
new W all Street law practice 
in 1963, offered to rep resen t 
E gypt's President Gamal Abdel 
N asser for a $2 m illion fee. 
Although It is Im possible to 
verify what Nixon may have said 
to N asser in Cairo five years 
ago, it is true that Nixon court­ 
ed the Egyptian strong man in 
1963 as vigorously as he Is new' 
courting Jewish voters. 
Such Egyptian newspapers as 
the Egyptian Gazette and Egyp­ 
tian Mail quoted Nixon in June 
1963 not only as praising Nas­ 
ser but as condoning the work 
of Germ an scientists in Egypt. 
The sam e quotations w ere later 
distributed by the official Arab 
Inform ation Center in New York 
City on July 1, 1963. 
It has been an open secret 
since N asser came to power 
that he has offered refuge to 
Nazi w ar crim inals and scient­ 
ists who are willing to help 
develop new weapons for Egypt. 
T here has been speculation that 
the Germ an scientists are work­ 
ing on m issiles, nuclear wea­ 
pons and even 
poison gas.

C ross 
observers 
have 
charged, 
for 
instance, that 


Egyptian troops used poison gas 
against the Royalists in the 
Yemen desert. 
When Nixon in 1963 was asked 
for his com ments on the use of 
Germ an scientists, he was quot­ 
ed by the Arab Inform ation 
Center as replying: "O f course 
the UAR is free to obtain techni­ 
cal assistance from any country 
be it the United States, the 
Soviet Union or any other count­ 
ry. 
— NOTHING TO FEAR— 
"T h e re is no reason for fear 
o r alarm . 
It is quite obvious 
and known that P resident Nas­ 
se r allows no chance for any 
foreign domination in his count- 
ty.

P e ritra te , a drug used in the 
treatm ent of heart disease. In 
1965 P e ritra te encountered the 
type of federal regulation which 
Nixon now apparently would like 
to re stric t, and the Nixon firm 
handled the case for W arner- 
L am bert.

The fact would be quite as disturbing If the shoe was on the 
other foot this timo around—that la, U it were the Republicans 
rather than the Democrats who were finding it hard to raise 
enough money for a vigorous presidential campaign. All Am* 
Orleans, whatever their party affiliation, are affected by this 
dismal truth that, other things being equal, the presidential 
candidate with toe most money at his disposal is likeliest to 
win election to the White House. 


This is wrong. 
The wrongness of it is but slightly modified 
I f toe argument that the amount of financial support a candidate 
or party can elicit is a rough measure of popularity, and thus 
properly an adjunct of the democratic process. Tnai may or may 
not be true In any given Instance. What is always true la that 
when money plays a decisive role In the electoral outcome, 
democracy suffers. 


The cboice of a president of the United States ought to rest on 
the voters' Judgment, after all candidates have received a fair 
haariiM, as to which one would serve the nation best. The sanctity 
of this process would be assured if we had a reasonable, enforce* 
able system of handling presidential campaign expenses. The large 
present system, whereby the effectiveness of a candidate's pre­ 
sentation is based In large part on how much money can be spent 
on advertising, does not meet the test. 


A Younger Electorate Soon 


In a little over a year the 1970 census will be upon us. Some 3? 
what it will reveal about the population of the United States can 
already be foretold with some confidence. One readily predict­ 
able finding is erf prime Importance. By 1970, It is already evident, 
half of all Americans will be 27 years of age or younger. In 1960 
the corresponding figure was almost 29. It follows that political 
decisions will be made by younger people than was the case some 
years ago. 


Many will have less repect for established institutions than 
their elders, whose views have hitherto prevailed. Though there 
is some reason to believe that conservatism is on the rise Just 
at present, it Is a fair guess that as the electorate becomes younger 
some ideas shocking to conservatives will be favored. 


One can anticipate that many new proposals will be put into 
effect. With half the nation's population under 27 years of age, 
there will be more inclination to overhaul established practices. 
One thing Is certain: as the mean age of our population declines, 
a lot of interesting changes are In store.

layman uses for any kind of 
stomach or intestinal upset 
that he attributes to poor 
food or dietary indiscretion. 
The real cause 
o f 
ptomaine 
poisoning is a 
special type of 
bacteria, 
the 
staphylococcal 
e n te r o toxin. 
This can 
be 
introduced by 
an in fe c te d 
f o o d handler 
into custards, 
desserts, a n d 
m a y o n n a ise . 
In these the germ flourishes 
and later produces the symp­ 
toms of food poisoning. 
Refrigeration 
of 
food 
is 
sometimes done rather care­ 
lessly by those unacquainted 
with the proper methods of 
preserving foods and prevent­ 
ing 
contamination. 
L a r g e 
m anufacturing concerns pack­ 
age all kinds of foods with 
utmost sterility using extreme 
forms of heat, preservatives, 
dehydration, ultraviolet light 
and even small doses of X-ray 
radiation. The p a r t i c u l a r 
choice of method depends on 
the food, its shelf life and the 
possibility 
of 
spoilage. 
All 
these 
methods 
have 
been 
carefully studied and found 
to be effective in preserving 
mineral and vitamin content, 
good taste and palatability. 
Before freezing food in your 
own home, consultation with 
experts is imperative if home­ 
made food poisonings are to 
be avoided. Many of the large 
freezing industries are happy 
to ociiu 
and rcprc- 
sentatives to women's clubs to 
teach them the proper way of 
freezing and preserving gar­ 
den vegetables, berries, and 
other home-grown fruits. 
I w-- once served a Christ­ 
mas cake th at had been pre­ 
served for a year and four 
months. It was proudly dis­ 
played as * testimonial to 
modern science. It looked ami 
tasted as if it had been em­ 
balmed for that length of 
time, and I suggested that it 
be returned to the freezer and 
be passed an from generation 
to rene ration as an heirloom.

When casually done with­ 
out real knowledge of the 
technique, freezing does not 
destroy germs that are in­ 
troduced during a home pro­ 
cess. 


How can polyps of the nose 
be prevented from returning 
after they are once removed?

become large and interfere 
with

breathing 
by 
clogging the nasal passages. 
Almost always they are neg­ 
lected until this blockage oc­ 
curs. 
My 
experience 
has 
been 
that, when I remove polyps, 
the patient is so gratified by 
the new-found free passage 
of air to his nose that his ex­ 
citement is limitless. Almost 
the very next day he forgets 
completely w hat it was like 
not to breathe normally. Now 
here lies the crux of the prob- , 
lem. His delight is so great 
that he invariably runs from 
the doctor and does not follow 
the explicit directions that the 
underlying 
causes must be 
treated if the return of polyps 
is to be avoided. An analogy 
might be the removal of a 
corn formed by wearing a 
tight shoe. When the com is 
taken off, it feels great but 
will undoubtedly return if the 
same tight shoe is worn again. 
Unless the underlying allergy 
or infection of the sinuses is 
treated regularly and consis­ 
tently. the polyps must and

WASHINGTON-The London 
Jewish Telegraph recently pub­ 
lished a report that Richard 
Nixon, as he was beginning his 
new Wall Street law practice 
in 1963, offered to represent 
Egypt's President Gamal Abdel 
Nasser for a $2 million fee. 
Although it is Impossible to 
verify what Nixon may have said 
to Nasser In Cairo five years 
ago, it is true that Nixon court­ 
ed the Egyptian strong man in 
1963 as vigorously as he Is now 
courting Jewish voters. 
Such Egyptian newspapers as 
the Egyptian Gazette and Egyp­ 
tian Mail quoted Nixon in June 
1963 not only as praising Nas­ 
ser but as condoning the work 
of German scientists in Egypt. 
The same quotations were later 
distributed by the official Arab 
Information Center in New York 
City on July 1, 1963. 
It has been an open secret 
since Nasser came to power 
that he has offered refuge to 
Nazi war criminals and scient­ 
ists who are willing to help 
develop new weapons for Egypt. 
There has been speculation that 
the German scientists are work­ 
ing on missiles, nuclear wea­ 
pons and even 
poison gas. 
Red 
Cross observers have 
charged, for 
instance, that 


Egyptian troops used poison gas 
against the Royalists in the 
Yemen desert. 
When Nixon in 1963 was asked 
for his comments on the use of 
German scientists, he was quot­ 
ed by the Arab Information 
Center as replying: "Of course 
the UAR is free to obtain techni­ 
cal assistance from any country 
be it the United States, the 
Soviet Union or any other count­ 
ry. 
—NOTHING TO FEAR— 
"There is no reason for fear 
or alarm. It Is quite obvious 
and known that President Nas­ 
ser allows no chance for any 
foreign domination in his count- 
ty. Actually, the policy adopted 
here is sound and admirable." 
Nixon gave these views at a 
Cairo press conference follow­ 
ing a private conference with 
Nasser. 
Nixon said of the Egyptian 
leader: 
"I was very much 
impressed by President Nas­ 
ser's strong personality, wis­ 
dom and immense knowledge. 
Judging by the conversation we 
had this morning, President 
Nasser was not only very know­ 
ledgeable in his country's af­ 
fairs and problems, but also 
equally, in all the issues of the 
Arab world, Africa, Asia, East»

the world at large." 
Except for published but uiv 
confirmed reports, there Is no 
evidence that Nixon’s favor­ 
able remarks were intended 
to butter up Nasser for the sake 
of a $2 million fee. There is 
also no record that the Egypt­ 
ian dictator ever retained the 
Nixon law firm. 
Note: Nixon became involved 
in the legal affairs of another 
dictator’s family in 1966. He 
represented 
the illegitimate 
sons of Rafael Trujillo, the as­ 
sassinated dictator of the Do­ 
minican Republic, who amas­ 
sed a fabulous fortune during 
his 30«year rule. 
After his 
murder, his oldest son, RamJfis 
Trujillo, made off with most of 
the loot. The illegitimate sons 
retained Nixon to help them re­ 
cover what they considered to be 
their fair share of the inherit­ 
ance. 
A suit was brought in 
Geneva, 
Switzerland, where 
most of the money had been de­ 
posited in secret Swiss bank 
accounts. 
—ANOTHER LAW CLIENT— 
Meanwhile, this column has 
unearthed another case where 
Nixon appeared to be speaking 
for an important legal client 
when he wrote his semi-private 
letter to 2,000 Wall Streeters 
opposing what he described as 
"bureaucratic” federal regula­ 
tion. 
The clinet is Warner - Lam­ 
bert, one of the largest drug 
firms of the United States, 
whose chairman Elmer Bobst is 
a friend of Nixon's and helped 
to nudge the Arm of Mudge, 
Stern, Baldwin and Todd Into 
making Nixon its senior parti* 
er. The drug company, as one 
of the law firm's better-paying 
clients, was in a position to 
apply a little gentle persuasion. 
Warner-Lambert, 
like all 
drug companies, is now regulat­ 
ed by the Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration, and manufactures 
Peritrate, a drug used in the 
treatment of heart disease. In 
1965 Peritrate encountered the 
type of federal regulation which 
Nixon now apparently would like 
to restrict, and the Nixon Arm 
handled the case for Warner- 
Lambert. 


These ar* but a few of toe 
one-workJers who also would 
implement our sur reader aa a 
nation to toe control at Russia* 
In State Dept, Publication 7277 
(1961) entitled "The U A Pro. 
gram for General and Com­ 
plete D.sarm ament In a Peace­ 
ful World", the entire deslggli 
laid oid for those who can read. 
This la a remarkable document 
and one that should have shaken 
every editor of every paper in 
toe country, but, did you read 
a word about it? 
It says in 
part "the disbanding of all na­ 
tional armed forces 
and the 
prohibition of their reestablish­ 
ment in any form whatsoever." 


The only thing that has pre­ 
vented our whole-hearted ac­ 
ceptance of 
Senator 
Wayne 
Morse's resolution to accept the 
U.N. Charter was the Coiuially 
reservation. Enough Senators 
were worried about the good­ 
ness inherent in their fellow 
man that they have steadfastly 
adhered to Tom Coimally's six 
words added to the resolution 
which say: "as determined by 
toe U.S.". As simply as that 
he put the reins on the World 
Court and the Security Council 
that might put U.N. troops In 
action on U.S. soil tomorrow. 
Mr. Nixon is against the Com 
nally reservation. 


Now, the whole sinstance of 
this letter is; are we really for 
the 
United Nations? If not, 
why do we let the Mayor and 
presumably the City Council 
say we are? 
On the other hand, if we 
have come so far that Walt 
Ros tows, the Dean Rusks, the 
deB Katzenbachs, etc. do our 
thinking for us, then it really 
doesn’t matter very much and 
Harry Hopkins of FJD.R.'stime 
was right when he said the Am­ 
erican people are "just too 
damned dumb (to know or care).

45th gold medal after demolish- 
ing Tones cepulis for the heavy- 
weight boxing championship, the 
last event on the last full day 
of competition in the trouble- 
riddled Games. 


His victory was icing on the 
cake for the Yankee team which 
collected a total of 107 medals 
and clearly outscored the So- 
viets in total medals for the 
first time since the Russians 
entered the Games at Helsinki 
in 1952. 


Russia finished with a total of 
92 medals^ 30 of them gold. In 
1964 at Tokyo Russia led in to- 
tal medals 96-90 while the Uni- 
ted States led in golds, 36-30. 
Naturally enough there was 
an excuse for the Russian show- 
ing this year. It came from Ga- 
briel Korobkov, the Soviet's 
track and field coach. 


"Most of the world lives down- 
stairs. They hold the Games up- 
stairs," he said, referring to 
the 7,347-foot altitude of Mexico 
City. "It throws the Games out 
of balance."

CITY (A P )- 
Big 
George Foreman stood there in 
the center of the ring, a tiny 
American flag clutched in his 
huge black fist, a battered, 
bleeding Russian hulking near­ 
by — a near-perfect symbol of 
American domination of the 19th 
Olympic Games. 
Foreman, 
a 
6-foot-3, 218- 
pounder, held aloft the little flag 
— a broad grin on his face — as 
he accepted America’s record 
45th gold medal after dem olish­ 
ing Iones Cepulis for the heavy­ 
weight boxing championship, the 
last event on the last full day 
of competition in the trouble- 
riddled Games. 


His victory was icing on the 
cake for the Yankee team which 
collected a total of 107 medals 
and clearly outscored the So­ 
viets in total medals for the 
first time since the Russians 
entered the Games at Helsinki 
in 1952. 


Russia finished with a total of 
92 medals, 30 of them gold. In 
1964 at Tokyo Russia led in to ­ 
tal medals 96-90 while the Uni­ 
ted States led in golds, 36-30. 
Naturally enough, there was 
an excuse for the Russian show­ 
ing this year. It came from Ga­ 
briel Korobkov, the Soviet’s 
track and field coach. 
“ Most of the world lives down­ 
stairs. They hold the Games up­ 
stairs,” he said, referring to 
the 7,347-foot altitude of Mexico 
City. “ It throws the Games out 
of balance.” 
Perhaps a more accurate ex­ 


planation would be found in the 
almost Incredible performance 
of the United States’ swimming 
and diving team, along with the 
gymnastic exploits of Vera Cas- 
lavska of Czechoslovakia — the 
sweetheart of the Games — and 
Japan, which cut heavily into 
the Russian potential total. 
The United States* swimmers 
and divers bagged 23 of the 33 
gold medals and a total of 47 of 
the 89 medals up for grabs. 
Twelve more golds came in 
men’s track and field, and three 
more in women’s track and field 
— where the Russians failed to 
score a single gold. 
The Americans also picked up 
two golds in boxing, two in sail­ 
ing, one each in shocking and 
equestrian. And Henry Iba's su­ 
perbly coached, pick-up basket­ 
ball team, spurned by many of 
the top collegiate sta rs, contin­ 
ued its unbeaten string. 
The U. S. basketball squad 
won the gold in convincing fash­ 
ion, whipping Yugoslavia 65-50 
in the final game behind the su­ 
perlative play of Spencer Hay­ 
wood. 
World records, most of them 
by Americans, fell almost as 
quickly as arose controversies, 
incidents and demonstrations. 
In the latter category, the most 
f l a g r a n t 
was by American 
sprinters Tommie 
Smith and 
John Carlos, both Negroes, who 
finished 1-3 in the 200-meter 
dash. 
On the victory podium, after 
receiving their medals, they 
raised a black-gloved fist as a 
sign of racial protest and re ­ 


fused to look at the American 
flag as the Star Spangled Ban­ 
ner was played. 
The 
incident 
threatened to 
split the American team, but 
other American Negroes con­ 
tinued to compete — and win. 
Under pressure from the In­ 
ternational Olympic Committee 
and 
the 
group’s 
re-elected 
president, 81-year-old Avery 
Brundage of Chicago, the U. S. 
Olympic Committee ordered the 
two athletes out of the Olympic 
Village and apologized to the 
world. 
There were hints of under- 
the-counter payoffs to athletes 
by m anufacturers of athletic 
goods, charges of fixed w rest­ 
ling matches, a Dutch masseur 
was sent home for giving vita­ 
mins to his cyclists, a Bulgar­ 
ian w restler was disqualified 
for sniffing smelling salts.

ords in track and set four more 
in swimming. 
By far the most oustanding

THE CANDIDATES ARE SAYING 


Nixon Says Would Have Warned 


NEW YORK (At) -Richard 
M. Nixon says that, as presi- 
dent, he would have warned 
North Vietnam to stop infiltrat- 
ing troops into the South before 
ordering any bombings above 
the demilitarized zone. 
"I would have gone to the 


North Vietnamese," he said, 
"and I would have clearly indi- 
cated that we did not want to 
bomb the North, but that we 
could not tolerate the infiltra- 
tion from the North of forces 
that were killing our troops, and 
that unless this were discontin- 
ued then we would have to use 
the bombing device in order to 
stop it." 


The Republican candidate for 


president made the statement in 
an interview in New York with 


a team of Associated Press edi- 
tors. They had previously ques- 
tioned Vice President Hubert H. 
Humphrey and third-party can- 
didate George C. Wallace on the 
same set of foreign and domes- 
Nixon was asked to specify 
what policies he believes should 
have been applied earlier in 
Vietnam and, if elected, what he 
would do now. He replied: 
"First, I would never have 


used more military force and, 
particularly, I would never have 
used bombing in a gradual way. 
I would not have used it at all 
until I used it diplomatically." 


Continuing, he said he would 


have conferred with the North 
Vietnamese first and then, if 
they refused to halt the infiltra- 
tion, he would have ordered the 


bombings. 


"I would have used it (bomb- 
Ing) in a much more decisive 
way," Nixon said. "The ap- 
plication of force gradually is 
a mistake. We have wasted our 
military advantage by applying 
it gradually." 
The way to end the war, he 
said, lies in "developing pro- 
grams which enlist the people 
of South Vietnam economically 
and politically and militarily 
in their own defense." 


He said the Johnson adminis- 
tration has been slow to recog- 
nize the nature of the war. 
"Until very recently," Nixon 
said, "and I will give credit to 
the administration, as a result 
of our criticism, they have 
moved in this direction. Re-

MONTGOMERY, Ala. (AP)— 


Third-party candidate George 
C. Wallace goes into the closing 
week of the presidential cam.

He replied that students in 
violence or “ illegal dissent” 
should be expelled at once. 
Nixon said: 
“ On the . . . campuses, toe 
very definition of college means 
that toe rule oí reason shall pre - 
vail over toe rule of force. 
“ Any individual, whether he 
is a student or a member of toe 
college faculty, who does not ac­ 
cept that proposition and who 
breaks toe law and engages in 
violence doesn’t belong in a col­ 
lege or university and should be 
expelled immediately. 
“ That would be my advice. 
That would be toe national tone 
that I would set and I would 
hope that some of toe leaders of 
our colleges and universitites 
would get the spine and toe 
backbone to do exactly that.” 
Nixon said he would not dis­ 
courage “ the right kind of dis­ 
sent” on toe campus, but he 
said when dissenters deny oth­ 
ers the right to listen or be 
heard, when they occupy college 
buildings, “ . . . then out. They 
should be through.” He added: 
“ This idea of sitting down and 
negotiating with toe leaders of a 
mob and then buying them off, 
in effect by new concessions — 
all that does is encourage this 
kind of stuff in toe future.” 
On other major issues, Nixon

Nixon asserted that the organ­ 
ized crime division has been 
“ greatly weakened” in Clark’s 
administration of the Justice 
Department. 
On the traffic in narcotics —

“ We have to distinguish . . .

Wallace denounces the heck­ 
lers as “ anarchists” and “ the 
kind of people folks in this coun­ 
try are sick and tired of.” He 
says they “ get me a million 
votes every time they show up.” 
Alternately, the controversi­ 
al Southerner—who insists his 
thrid party movement is natiorw 
al, not sectional—taunts Vice 
President Hubert H.Humphrey, 
the Democratic nominee, as “ a 
man anybody can beat,” and 
Republican candidate Richard 
M. Nixon as one who “ says one 
thing in one part of the country 
and another thing somewhere 
else.”

would deal with demonatrattona 
on college campuses, some of 
which have been protests a- 
galnet tee war in Vietnam. 
He replied teat student* in 
violence or “ illegal dissent** 
should be expelled at once. 
Nixon said: 
“ On tee . . . campuses, tee 
very definition of college mesne 
that the rule of reason shall pro - 
vail over tee rule of force. 
“ Any individual, whether lie 
la a student or a member of tee 
college faculty, who does not ac­ 
cept that proposition and who 
breaks tee law and engages in 
violence doesn't belong in a col­ 
lege or university and should be 
expelled immediately. 
“ That would be my advice. 
That would be tee national tone 
that I would set and I would 
hope teat some of tee leaders of 
our colleges and universitites 
would get tee spine and the 
backbone to do exactly that.” 
Nixon said he would not dis­ 
courage “ the right kind of dis­ 
sent’* on the campus, but lie 
said when dissenters deny oth­ 
ers the right to listen or be 
heard, when they occupy college 
buildings, “ . . . teen out. They 
should be through.” He added: 
“ This idea of sitting down and 
negotiating with the leaders of a 
mob and teen buying teem off. 
In effect by new concessions — 
all teat does is encourage this 
kind of stuff In the future.” 
On other major issues, Nixon 
stated these positions — 
Fighting organized crime — 
“ You start first with strength­ 
ening the organized crime divl- 
- slon of tee Department of Jus­ 
tice. I would strengthen it in 
terms of personnel . . . in 
terms of men, money and em­ 
phasis. 
“ I would use tee wiretapping 
power which has been given to 
the Justice Department by Con­ 
gress and which tee A tty. Gen. 
Ramsey Clark has refused to 
use against organized crime be­ 
cause of his objections to that 
provision.*’ 
Nixon asserted teat tee organ­ 
ized crime division has been 
* ‘greatly weakened” in Clark's 
administration of the Justice 
Department. 
On the traffic in narcotics — 
He said he would begin by in­ 
creasing the number of customs 
officials at the ports of entry 
Into tee United States, and initi­ 
ate diplomatic action with the 
nations from which narcotics 
come into this country. 
“ We have to distinguish . . . 
between the narcotics user and 
the narcotics pusher,” Nixon 
said. “ You have to enforce the 
law. More convictions will help 
in terms of the pushers. More 
education will help in terms of 
the users.” 
On rioting and looting — 
“ Rioting in tee first instance 
must be dealt with. . . by swift 
action at the beginning. And 
that is an early warning system 
in all tee communities in the 
event teat a riot begins, a mas­ 
sive display of adequate police 
forces, hi the event that there 
are not adequate local forces, 
that means, of course, supple­ 
menting the local forces, on re ­ 
quest, with federal forces.” 
Nixon recalled teat he has ad­ 
vocated establishing “ a national 
academy for the training of law 
enforcement officials.” He said 
special training is needed for 
handling riots, adding, “ I think 
we need an educational pro­ 


gram here where our police 
forces are better trained to deal 
with the mob.** 
“On hope tor the underprivi- 
ledged - hope Is provided when 
an individual knows that he, and 
particularly his children, have a 
chance to move away from wel­ 
fare,” Nixon said. “I think hope 
will be provided by a tax credit 
to private enterprise to train the 
unemployed tor jobs they are 
not tr vined for - real jobs — 
and beyond that, also, to train 
those who have Jobe for better 
jobs, 
tor management jobs. 
Through this tax credit device, 
you are going to give private 
enterprise an economic incen­ 
tive, to take these people who tor 
generations have been basically 
second-class citizens, so they 
can move to become first-class 
citizens. 
On Negro demands — 
Nixon said foe problem will 
not be solved “overnight.” He 
pointed out that Negroes and 
other minorities in the U-S. 
have made progress in some 
fields. 
“ But the major area where 
they have not moved up,” he 
said, “ Is the most important 
area. That is tee area of pri­ 
vate enterprise. Power in the 
best sense is based on economic 
ownership, and I think economic 
ownership is so essential to 
this, to creating pride, dignity 
and self-respect in our society 
• . . In other words, from black 
ownership 
will come black 
pride and black progress . . . 
They are going to have tee op­ 
portunity. They are going to 
have tee hope. They are going 
to have tee chance.” 
On inflation and taxes — 
“ My administration will be 
one In which all around, in ev­ 
ery segment of government, we 
are going to tighten our b elt. 
• . I believe that that new kind of 
policy, directed toward eventu­ 
ally achieving a balanced bud­ 
get during a period of prosper­ 
ity • . . will stop the rise in 
prices, and also, teat it will 
lead not only to stopping the 
rise in taxes but a reduction 
In taxes.” 
Nixon said Humphrey has “ in­ 
dicated” that he believes tee 10 
per cent surtax should be con­ 
tinued permanently. “ I don't 
agree,” Nixon said. “ I believe 
just as soon as we can get our 
economy in shape that teat tax 
should be dispensed with. . . 
On other topics, Nixon said, in 
part, the United States should 
have made it clear it would not 
tolerate seizure of the Pueblo; 
that it should strengthen its mil­ 
itary forces and alliance with 
Europe in order to negotiate 
from strength; 
and that it 
should enter discussions with 
the Soviet Union to indicate the 
Mideast is an area where tee 
Russians are “ paying with fire 
when they continue to build up 
the forces that might engage in 
a war of revenge.”
